“The boys were asking 
me to arrange an interest- 
ing, fairly extended tour — 
it is now six years since 
we have done a really long 
journey in the close season 
and it will be a tonic for 
all of us.

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Penarol after Haller 


Penarol, the 1966 Intercontinental Cup win- 
ners have offered Bologna $500,000 for their star 
West German winger Helmut Haller. Penarol have 
asked Bologna for a loan of Haller when they 
tour Western Europe later this month. Haller, 
however, wants no part of the deal as he firmly 


‘intends to settle back in Germany when his 


Italian contract expires in June. The Uruguayan 
club’s terms, however, may be so attractive that 
Haller could have no alternative but to accept. 


World Cup sequel 


The Uruguayan FA has officially blamed 
star internationals Troche and Silva for their 
national team’s World Cup defeat in England. 
The FA last week fined skipper Troche $600 and 
Silva $200 for their expulsions in the quarter- 
final against West Germany at Sunderland. Coach 
Ondino Viera, too, has been fined “for sanctioning 
his players’ temperamental displays”, as the offi- 
cial Uruguayan communique puts it. He will have 
to pay $500. Troche is said to be furious over the 
FA’s action and contemplating to move to, of 
all places, West Germany where FC Koln would 
welcome him with open arms. 


Seven-year itch 


France, beaten 1-2 by Rumania in Paris three 
weeks ago, have not won a “friendly” inter- 
national since May 1960 when they beat Chile 
6-0 in Paris. The only matches the French have 


won % these seven years are official, competitive 


matches in the European Nations’ Cup or World 
Cup qualifying rounds. Thus the French defeated 
England and Yugoslavia when it mattered most, 
but lost to such lesser lights as Switzerland and 
Rumania, at home, when nothing was at stake. 


Hong Kong’s victory 


Hong Kong won the fourth Asian Central 
Zone Cup which was staged in the Crown Colony 
last month. Hong Kong, the 1964 winners, had 
a 100 per cent. record, beating Vietnam 2-0, Mal- 
aysia 3-1, Singapore 2-0 and Thailand 2-1. Malay- 
sia were runners-up and Singapore, a semifinalist 
at the recent Asian Games a dismal last. Hong 
Kong will now link up with the winners of the 
Western, Southeastern and Eastern zones in the 
final of the Asian Cup to be held next year either 
in South Korea or Hong Kong.

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De Bruyckere has been 
more or less on the sidelines 
of late, at least as far as the

He was replaced as chief 
coach by the relegated Wil- 
helmina late in 1966 by Jans 
Bens, another Dutchman and 
was given the post as assistant 
coach to the Ringwood club.

Bayutti explodes 


Predictably, two days after 
His return from a trip to 
Italy and Switzerland, Jim 
Bayutti quickly warmed to 
the task and joined the “Cri- 
cket Ground Battle”. 

The day after the Trust 
rejected a final appeal by the 
ASE for the use of the ground 
on May 28 against Scotland 
and after the NSW Rugby 
League declined to shift their 
miserable “match of the day” 
to make room for soccer, 
Bayutti exploded. 

In a justified rage he “com- 
mented” in the DAILY MIR- 
ROR, from which — because 
oi their classic nature — we 
reprint excerpts: 

“FIFA, the world soc- 
cer body, and by world 
I mean WORLD, not a 
couple of States im 
Australia and two 


counties in England and 


a minor province in 
France — could pour 
millions of dollars into 
Australia to enable us 
to build a super stad- 
Um. 

“We are going to have 
these people crawling 
and creeping and whin- 
ing and asking for 
favors. 

“And then we will 
have long memories. 

“We have always sup- 
ported the League and 
we expected support 
from it so that we could 
stage this match against 
Scotland im the best 
place. 

“This sacred cow of 
League has got to be 
killed. 


“We are the game 
which matters and the 
sooner the League 


knows the better. 

“In a few years time 
when the League comes 
crawling to us for fix- 
tures on our grounds 
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well trample all over 
them. 

“In this country it 
seems there are goodies, 
baddies and very badd- 
ves. 

“And we im soccer are 
the very baddies. 

“When we ask our- 
selves what have we 
done we can only con- 
clude we are getting too 
popular. 

“Rugby League 1s 
scared of us. 

“Yet according to the 
League people we are a 
nonentity. 

“Just wait until we 
are on top, as we will 
be in a few years time 
— and we will remem- 
ber. 

“After all what can 
League offer to a play- 
er? The chance of a trip 
to the bleak north of 
England staying in cold, 
ancient old pubs. 

“Soccer can offer 
trips all over the world 
in tip-top hotels — for 
the lads who are good 
enough in all grades.

“This will assuredly 
be one of the biggest 
Australian sporting 
events of the year; and 
since it is to take place 
on a Sunday it would 
not interfere with other 
schedules. 

“The Trust's plans to 
build a football stadium 
to seat 100,000 spect- 
ators would be a big 
step in the right direct- 
ion, and should be 
treated as a matter of 
urgency. 

“Tt should not be 
allowed to disappear in- 
to a pigeon-hole, like 
so many bright plans 
before it.”

And it’s equally certain 
that soccer, finally provoked 
to an explosion well beyond 
the customary diplomatic 
niceties, will help to keep the 
issue alive.
